The Honor of the Murdered Men's 


Family Beclouded by 
Orasty. 


SHOCKING CRIME. 
Special Dispatch to The Tribune. 

BoFFrAaLo, July 24.—A horrible murder occur- 
red last night in the Town of Ellington, Chau- 
taiqua County, which bears much similarity to 
the celebrated Hull tragedy that has recently 
electrified New York. The victim is Mrs. 
Charles Crosly, the wife of a wealthy farmer 
living there, and Crosly came near accompanying 
her to that bourn from whence ho traveler re- 
turns. Yesterday, about noon, Crosly drove to 
Condwaugo Station to gettle with Eldred 
Bentley, who owed him some money. There 
was some misunderstanding between the men, 
and they had some angry words. About 
5 o’clock in the afternoon Crosly was paid 
by Bentley $16 and some cents. Taking this 
money, he drove home and put $8 in the pocket 
of bis overalls, which he bung on the foot of 
his bed. There was $19 besides this in the pocket 
of his overalls. After he had done the evening 
work Crosly took the remaining $8 and went to 
Ellington, where he paid it to A. J. Dobbin, 
from whom he rented bis farm. Returning 
home about 10 o’clock he was a little surprised 
on vearing bis house not to see any 
light in the window, for his wife 
was accustomed to leave alamp burning when 
he was expected home at night. As be reached 
the clamp of trees just west of his house he was 
somewhat startled at hearing a shrill whistle, 
evidently in the midst of the trees. He 
entered the sitting-room, and, as he

Emily!“ He nad taken but two steps from 
door when be received acrushing blow on the 
from which the blood spurted, 
almost blinding him. He turned and 
grasped his assailant, and then 
commenced a life-and-death struggle. 
They fought their way half-way across the room, 
when the door opening to the street was sud- 
denly thrown open from the outside. Through 
this door his assailant rushed, Crosly clinging to 
him. Crosly was dragged to the edge of the 
road, when be heard a pistol-shot and feit 
that his left hand was wounded. With his right 
hand he clung to his opponent, and was further 
dragged under the trees almost to the next 
house. Here another heavy blow was dealt him, 
and he fell to the ground partially stunned, but 
able to cry out “Murder!” and Help!“ 
His cries and the pistol-shot aroased Charles 
and Sophronia Wheeler, and Sophrenia went 
over to arouse Mrs. Crosly. Entering the 
bed-room of Crosly’s house she was terri- 
lying dead in 
blood pouring from ber 
little son, 7 years old, 
was lying asleep in his trundle-bed, near his 
dead mother. The two families by this time 
were thoroughly aroused, and Charles Wheeler 
caught a horse and rode to Ellington 
for a doctor, arousing the neighbors 
as he went. Crosly was found 
to be suffering from a serious 
wound over the left temple an inch in length, 
and extending to the botie. The little finger of 
his left hand was also wounded bv a pistol-ball, 
the bullet remaining in the finger. An ex- 
amination of Mrs. Crosly was made. She 
was found lying on her back, her head 
turned to the left, her right leg and hip un- 
covered. She had been dead probably three- 
quarters of an hour. Blood had flowed from 
her mouth, staining the pillow under the 
left side of her head, and there were spots 
of blood on the sheet. On the neck of 
the dead woman were the prints of the thumb 
and fingers of the murderer. She had evidently 
been strangled before ehe could utter a cry, 
and the bed-clothing had been partially 
thrown from her in her convulsive strug- 
gles to escape from her brutal assailant. 
The shooting had been done with Crosly’s 
own pistol. A search of the room showed 
that $27 had been taken from Crosly’s overalls 
with some other plander. The general belief 
was that the crime had been committed by 
tramps, and a large force of men are scouring 
the country in search of them. Two tramps 
named Christopher Falk and John Engel were 
arrested at Dayton yesterday on suspicion of 
baving perpetrated the murder, but succeeded 
in proving their innocence, and were discharged.

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COWARDLY ASSASSINATION, 
Specsal Dispatch 10 The Tribune. 

New York, July 24.—A most unprovoked 
murder was committed at the corner of Church 
and Fulton streets, at 6 o’clock this evening. As 
Michael Bolander, aged 50, Superintendent of 
a department in a Dey-street candy manufac- 
tory, reached the corner he was suddenly 
stabbed by an Italian named Francisco Portello. 
Portello stood behind an elevated railway 
post as Bolander appreachedg# with two 
companions. Reaching out, the Italian struck 
Bolander a heavy blow in the richt breast 
with a sharp butcher-knife. A vackage of rock- 
candy stopped the blade. Drawing back in- 
stantly, before Bolander realized he was as- 
sailed, Portello struck him in the left breast, 
and the kuife went straight through his heart, 
death being instantaneous. Pulling out the 
knife and flourishing it above his head, Portello 
ran across the street, full ot working-people 
on their way home. These got out of bis way, 
but a policeman grabbed at him, and got a sav- 
age cut in the hand. As Portello, who is a pow- 
erful fellow, was about to lunge en sg

New York, July 24.—A brutal and cowardly 
murder was committed this evening. Michael 
Bolander, foreman in the candy factory of 
Slauson & Co., corner of New Church and Dey 
streets, was stabbed to the heart and instantly 
killed by an Italian whom he had discharged a 


) few days ago from the store. The murderer was 


seen to loiter around the entrance of the store 
about the time when the hands were leaving, 
and when the foreman, Bolander, in compauy 
with another workman, left, the Italian darted 
across the street, and, drawing a huge butcner- 
knife from his sleeve, plunged it intu Bolander’s 
breast. A piece of rock candy which Bolander 
daily took home to his six young children turn- 
ed the knife-point, but before he could recover 
from the attack the Italian again raised the 
knife and plunged it into bis heart. Bolander 
threw up his arms and staggered a few steps, but 
tell dead in front of the engine-house in Fulton 
street, the blood pouring in streams from the 


wound in his breast. Nota word was spoken 


before or after the blow, and the crowds in the 


street were horror-stricken. 

he murderer fled up the street, brandishing 
the weapon dripping with blood. Crdwds fol- 
lowed, and several policemen joined in the 
chase. Officer Luudrigau attempted to arrest 
the fugutive, but the latter made a 
desperate attack on dim, and with 
difficulty the officer parried a blow 
from the knife with his club. Other officers 
came to his rescue, and the murderer was over- 
powered and taken to the station-house, follow- 
ed by an immense crowd. 

Iu the station-house the prisoner gave the 
name of Frank Portelli. The knife with which 
he committed the deed was carefully sharpened, 
and had an edge like a razor and a point like a 
dagger. In his cell Portelli sang, cursed, and 
swore, and said he was sorry be had not killed 
half a dozen more of them. 


THE OPELIKA TRAGEDY. 
Special Dispatch to The Tribune. 

ATLANTA, Ga., July 24.—The details of the 
Garsty-Read killing, in Opelika, come out slow- 
ly, but disclose one of the saddest cases ever 
known. The report that is generally accepted is 
that, about two years ego Grasty met Miss Car- 
rie Read, and, after winning her love, seduced 
her. He continued his relations with her tor 
some time. At length ber mother, who was 
dying, discovered the secret, which, it is said, 
hastened her death. After this the Reads removed 
to Opelika. It is said that they have been try- 
ing to get Grasty to marry the daughter, and 
that he appeared to comply with their wishes, 
but always put it off They were anxious to 
save the girl’s character, and persisted. He 
came to Opelika about a month ago, and has 
been with Miss Read constantly ever since. It 
was generally said about the town that they were 
to be married on Sunday night. He was seen 
with ber on Saturday, but the wedding did not 
take place on Sunday night. The killing took 
place on Monday night. Then, it is thought, 
the Reads went to lis room to make a last re- 
quest. Neither of them was armed even with a 
pocketknife. The father’s drying statement 
was that he went to talk with him kindly about 
a very important family matter, and ‘that, 
when they disagreed on it, be said; 
“You must cease your visits to my house.” 
Grasty cursed him, and struck him in the face. 
Read struck him with a stick, when Grasty 
picked a pistol from the bureau and shot him. 
Sam ran in then, and Grasty shot him, when 
Sam retreated. Sam says that the killing had 
to come unless Grasty would have con- 
sented to do what was asked 
of bim, or stopped visiting the 
1 was ap old 
trouble that had been strengthening for a long 
time. The above is only the general rumor of 
the case, except the etatements of the Reads, 
which are as they gave them. It is said that 
Miss Read, while prostrated with grief, still 
sticks to the man who is said to have be- 
trayed her. She has deen bDiindly de- 
voted to him for years. Grasty says 
that his lawyers bave forbidden him to talk, or 
he would give the public the whole story, in 
which they would see be was not to blame. He 
says he was on the floor when he fired both 
shots, and that the Reads were on him. It is 
thought Sam Read will die. The feeling is 
strong against Grasty, and be has few friends.

The en- 
tire crew consisted of eight seamen and a boy, 
and the complain seamen say their offense 
was that they asked for watch and watch, or 
each alternate four hours for rest. 


BUFORD, ASSASSIN.

SICKENING SUPERSTITION.

DR .FRAYSER

NEW ORLEANS. 
POLITICAL.

New Orvzans, La., July 24—A resolution 
was adopted in the Board of Health to-day re- 
buking the prers of New Orleans for unfriendly 
criticism of Dr. Choppin and his administration, 
and declaring him efficient and trustworthy, al- 
leging thatin all the newspaper attacks nota 
stain can be made to rest for a moment 
upon the fair surface of his honor. 
This action is taken im view of the fact that 
every daily newspaper in New Orleans except 
the official organ has expressed lack of confi- 
dence in Chappin’s ability avd judgment. Un- 
der Nicholls the Board has been a political ma- 
chine for the first time since the War, and its 
appointment has been made with more regard 
to party service than experience or education. 

NICHOLLS WAS URGED 

by the medical profession and merchants to re- 
tain Drs. White and Smyth on the Board, they 
being the most eminent savitarians in the South, 
but Nicholis made it a rule to permit no men to 
hold office who had served under Kellogg. The 
salaried places were filled up either with po- 
litical retaivers or relatives who distinguished 
themselves in 1865 by maintaining an epi- 
demic and a quarantine simultaneously. 
The refusal of Nicholls to remit the 
public healtt to intelligent management led to 
the organization of the Auxiliary Sanitary Asso- 
ciation, who chose Dr. White Medical Director 
and raised $60,000 and placed it in his hands to 
put the city in a bealtby condition.

LOUISVILLE. 
ANOTHER DEATH. 

LOUISVILLE, Ky., July 24.—Miss Essing, a 
refugee from Memphis, who has been in the city 
for nearly a week, died of yellow-fever at the 
house of her friends on Portland avenue this 
forenoon. Hers was ove of those imported 
cases discovered in Louisville Monday, and 
she is the second one to die. The 
third is that of a Mr. Paradise, who is doing 
well at the Quarantine Hospital. No other 
cases than those mentioned have existed here. 
The State Board of Health met at 10 o’clock 
this morning at the office of Gov. McCreery, in 
response to bis call. The Board adopted a reso- 
lution agreeing to act in harmony with the 
National Board of Health, and as far as possible 
to de subservient to the rules and regulations 
hitherto adopted by that Board. The Board 
adopted a resolution authorizing the appoiat- 
ment of a competent physician to go immedi- 
ately to Guthrie and get in anction 
local authorities of that city in 
yellow-fever from coming into the State.

infeeted with yellow-fever since July 1. This 
affidavit, with the affidavit of consignee to the 
same effect, must be presented before the dellv- 
ery of freight. Passengers from points outside 
the State must be provided with passports 
signed and sealed with the seal of the town or 
county that the bearer has not been in an in- 
fected place since July 1. Transportation com- 
panies must demand the presentation of the 
same before the party can enter the State. Pas- 
sengers are also required to take the usual affi- 
davit before deputy quarantine officers. Mails 
will be allowed to enter the State which have 
been fumigated at the State line.

ARCHBISHOP OF CHICAGO.

who testified as follows: I reside at No. 486 
Lake Park avenue; am an attorney by profes- 
gion; my personal acquaintance with these de- 
ceased ladies began Thursday morning, when 
they called at my house before breakfast—be- 
fore 7 Oclock and wanted to see me. They 
were very much excited—almost distracted. 
Both of them talked at once, with the greatest 
rapidity, so that it was some time before I could 
get any intelligent statement from them as to 
what they wanted. I finally learned that it was 
about their property. In connection with that 
they stated that they were sure there was a con- 
spiracy against them to deprive them 
of their property, and that they were 
the victims of persecution; as that 
seemed to cut no figure in the case. 
1 paid no attention to that. I satisfied myself 
from their statements that they had made no 
conveyance of the property, and told them 
they might rest entirely easy uvtii the matter 
could be investigated. They appeared to be 
giad at this, and were comforted by if They 
stated they bad signed a contract to convey the 
property, which they feared would compel 
them to convey whether they desired to or not. 
They said they had no copy of the contract, but 
that it was in their agent’s hands, and [ told 
them the best thing then was to see the con-

They then arrang 
to meet me at the office, and came there 
and spent most of the day. They appeared

Soutn Bun, Iud., July 24.—As you criticise 
so pointedly my remarks at Lake Bluff (wishing 
the mountains at the Isthmus of Panama were 
so high as to reuder the proposed sbip-canal 
there impracticable) as “avery narrow view of 
avery broad subject,” will youaliow me an 
equal space to reply? 

Our Republic ison the direct geographical 
line between Eastern Europe and Western 
Asia. Steam-lines connect us now, on the East 
and the West, with both Continents. The 
longest line of continuous railroad in the world 
spans Our own Continent. The direct route— 
the air-line route—for commerce between 
Europe and Asia is therefore over our own 
soil. Very soon, three lines of Continental 
Railroads, instead of one as now, will 
compete for this vast and increasing trade, 
as three great railroads now compete for busi- 
ness between Chicagoand New York. Why our 
Nation—least of all others, why Chicago— 
should wish to have opened, under foreign 
auspices and management, aud on foreign soil, 
a rival route by water for this great commerce 
between Asia and E puzzles me. 

To be brief, and leaving entirely out of the 
question the interests of the “railroad rings” 
you denounce, there are rolling milis, car-build- 
ers, locomotive-makers, engineers, brakemen, 
firemen, warehousemen, and the thousands upou 
thousands of others connected with the running 
of railroads, who have a direct interest in the 
transit of this foreign freight over our soil. 
The rival routes now existing are the Panama 
Railroad, owned by our citizens, which you 
thiok I should want torn up, but which 1 don’t, 
and the long ocean route by Cape Horn, or 
Good Hove,” as you state it. The opening of 
the short-cut of the Suez Canal materially al- 
fected the Hope route between 
Europe and Southern Asia. 1 can 
understand why France and Engiand should 
want another Suez Canal through Panama as a 
short-cut for their commerce with Western 
Asia, under their own flag, and thus avoiding 
shipments across our territory. But why Chi- 
cago should become indignant because one of 
her neighbors insists that we should not, as a 
Nation, assist in an enterprise so directly antag- 
onistical to American interests is what I can’t 
ucderstand.

TOM FIELDS HEARD FROM. 


His Sister-in-Law Finds Him in a Broken 
Down Condition in C 
Dispatch to New York Worid. 

POUGHKEEEPSIB, July 21.—Fiorence M. Todd, 
the wife of a New York policeman, appeared in 
court to-day and asked to be relieved from the 
court expenses in the case of her sister, Mrs. 
Mary E. Fields, wife of Tom Fields, of Tam- 
many Ring notoriety. Mrs. Todd was placed in 
possession of the property found in Mrs. Fields’ 
apartments when the latter became insane. Mrs. 
Fields, it will be remembered, is now cared for 
at the Hudson River State Hospital by the Alms- 
House Commissioners, 

Mrs. Todd testified that she saw Mrs. Fields 
two weeks ago; she was then nervous: at times 
she is better in some respects, but her condition 
is not encouraging: about two weeks ago 
Dr. Cleveland discharged her, but she 
became violent and was immediaely re- 
turned. The witness was shown an inven- 
tory of Mrs. Fieilds’ perty, and said she 
thought thatif it was all sold it would not 
bring $500; when it was found in her rooms its 
value was roughly estimated at from $5,000 to 
$6,000 as the probable cost price. As to Mrs. 
Fields’ debts the witness rau over some items, 
ineluding board, rent, te., in sums re 
from $8 to $112, all footing up to nearly $1, 
The witness said that the o furniture in 
Mrs. Fields’ rooms reaily belonged to herself 
and Mrs. Fields together, as it was left them by 
her mother. The camel’s-bair shawl, said to 
have cost $1,500, would bring $100, a gold 
watch mentioned on the inventory not more 
than $25. Mrs. Todd further said she bad 
out altogether for Mrs. Fields $527, and re- 
celved no money from any estate. She knew 
Mrs. Fieids nad not an inch of real estate. She

THE USE OF A-+REPUBLICAN ANNXI- 


VERSABY. 

The celebration of the twenty-fifth anni- 
versary of the organization of the Repub- 
lican party. in Wisconsin was especially im- 
portant in reviving the origin and recalling 
the glorious achievements of that pairiotic 
party. The drift of the speeches delivered 
on the occasion was naturally in that direc- 
tion. Twenty-five years is but a brief epoch 
in the history of a nation, but during that 
period the Republican party has founded 
traditions which will carry its fame through 
the lapse of ages; and an anniversary must 
arouse even the indifferent to an exalted 
sense of pride in its record. The Republican 
party originated in a great principle, and the 
oppositjon it encountered developed another 
great principle which it espoused and estab- 
lished. The anti-slavery sentiment of the 
country would have Been satisfied with a 
permanent check upon the extension of tha‘ 
institution, for the acquiescence of the slave- 
holding States in this concession would 
probably. have prepared the way for peace- 
ful and gradual emancipation. But the 
'slaveholding aristocracy of the South 
forced another issue upon the party, which 
became a basis for its continued existence 
after the institution of slavery had received 
ita death-blow, viz.: the right of secession 
claimed by the ruling classes in the South as 
the last resort for saving their slavehaiding 
power, and denied by the Republican party 
of the North as false in principle. and un- 
worthy in purpose. Thus the Republican 
party became not merely the party of Lib- 
erty, but the party of the Nation. 


celebration as was held at Madison than to 
appeal to the popular sense of gratitude and 
spirit of pride in a party that bad been the 
successful champion of such a cause, that 
would be sufficient reason for asking the 
continued support of the people. But, as a 
matter of fact, the cause of Liberty and the 
cause of the Nation still require the active 
protection of the party which has made 
them its own, and it is wise and proper to 
dwell upon the achievements of this party, 
in order to incite the strongest possible at- 
tachment to the maturing and perfecting of 
its work. 

The generosity of the Republican party 
towards the men who sought to trample un- 
derfoot the principles it advocated has only 
encouraged new attacks upon Liberty and 
upon the Nation.

They 
deny the right of suffrage to the blacks by 
fraud and violence, and cheat the whole peo- 
ple by using the negro race merely as a basis 
for an excessive representation in Congress 
wherewith to attack the integrity of the 
‘Nation. This was the meaning of the effort 
made in the last Congress to obliterate the 
National Election laws from the National 
statute-books, and to deny to the Nation the 
right to protect its own elections against the 
bulldozers and ballot-box stuffers. 

The Democratic party is again under the 
control of the men who dispute the National 
character of the General Government and 
set up the right to nullify the National laws. 
The United States Senators of that party 
claim to be ambassadors from sovereign 
States, and the Representatives in the House 
claim to be agents from those States, chosen 
or appointed by means of any artifice or the 
employment of any force which such States, 
in their sovereign capacity, see fit to tolerate 
or approve. The contest between the two 
parties to-day is not merely a struggle for 
spoils, as the election of 1876 was pro- 
nounced and believed to be by many people, 
but a struggle for ihe maintenance of the 
National principle established by the War

SENATOR CHANDLER'S DEFENSE OF BI- 
METALISM. 

Senator Cuanpuen interrupted his address 
at Madison on Wednesday to correct a mis- 
representation.” In his arraigument in the 
Senate of the Democratic party he charged 
that there had been an attempt to force a 
silver coin into circulation of less value than 
't represents, thus swindling the laboring 
man and purchaser by compelling him to ac- 


ing the bullion-owner at the expense of the 
laborer.” This alleged swindle he charac- 
terized as amounting to $180,000,000 a year. 
Tae Curcaco Trisunz criticised the statement 
as untrue, because the s0-called “‘ Wanvzn 
bill“ which passed the House and was be- 
fore the Senate when Mr. Cuanpizr spoke 
provided for no such legislation as that de- 
scribed by him. 

Mr. Onanpurr, at Madison, referring to 
this criticism, said : 

It will be seen that | made no allusion what- 
ever to any legislation tit preceded this present 
session of Congress, and it will likewise be seen 
that l arraigned them for the attempts to do that 
wicked thing. I was misrepresented. Now let 
these men who say that I was in the wrong tell me 
whether they are in favor of the original WarNen 
bi, which authorized the free coinage of all the 
silver that gil the world might present to be coined 
atthe mints of the United States. The very mo- 
ment you issue these silver certificates that are 
worth 85 cents on the dollar you do 
away with a bi-metailic standard, and 
that moment the laboring-man, the raiser 
of wheat, the producer of every product, receives 
85 cents and no more, and gold becomes a mere 
article of traffic. To-day the lavoring man can take 
gold, or silver, or bank-netes, it is immateria) 
which. Do away with these, and he must take sli- 
ver whether he would or not. [Speaking of the 
weight of silver he said}: You will understand 
that 81. 000 weighs sixty pounds; $100,000, 6,000 
pounds; and $1,000,000, 60,000 pounds, or thirty 
tons. And they want to force the laboring man, 
and the farmer, and the mechanic to take this 
depreciated dollar for the benefit, the sole benefit, 
of the owners of the bullion. Now. Mr. Curcaco 
Tripuxs, are you in favor of the original Warner 
bill?“ 

We accept Mr. Cuanpizn’s explanation 
and his apology. If, as he says, he spoke in 
reference exclusively to the original 
Warnes bill, then he was misrepresented 
and misunderstood by reason of the ob- 
scurity of the language he employed, which 
no one but himself understood as he now 
explains it. The original Wann bill can 
hardly be said to have had an existence. It 
was promptly amended when offered, and, 
as amended, passed. The ‘‘original” bill 
never reached the Senate, never was before 
that body, never was voted for by either 
House, and hence the popular misapprehen- 
sion in supposing that Mr. Cuanpixr re- 
ferred in his speech to the bill then before 
the Senate, and not to one which had been 
‘strangled in the borning.” The public 
will be pleased with Mr. Cuanpuizr’s expla- 
nation, and will accept the Madison speech 
as an earnest expression of his sober second 
thought. It will regard the Senate speech 
as a premature explosion, as a sort of going 
off half-cocked, and will not be disposed to 
reject the good old gun because of that lit- 
tle accident. 

The public will also be pleased to learn 
that Senator CHAN LIN is a bi-metalist, and 
that his somewhat ferocious denunciation of 
the original draft of the Wanna bill was 
because that bill would have destroyed bi- 
metalism, and reduced the silver dollar and 
the silver certificates from par with gold to 
85 cents on the dollar. He did not desire to 
have the present satisfactory relations of 
silver, gold, and greenback dollars disturbed 
or broken up, which would be the case had 
the original crude Warner bill been passed. 
In the light of old Zacn’s characterization, 
the country will unite in condemning the 
badness of that original bill, and will feel 
grateful that at no time was there the 
slightest danger or possibility of its passage. 

Tue Cutcaco Tarsune responds very cheer- 
fully that, in view of the desperate efforts 
that have been made in this country, and are 
even now persisted in in Eprope, to reduce 
the metallic money of the world exclusively 
to gold, it is willing to postpone the unlim- 
ited coinage of silver in this country until 
such time as an opportunity may be given 
for an international arrangement on the sub- 
ject. It is possible that, if the United States 
mints had been opened to foreign silver (the 
mints of Europe being closed), the stock 
of demonetized silver there would have been 
sent to this country and put into the shape 
of dollars or of certificates, and that, when 
thisesilver should have so far exceeded the 
possibility of absorption into the circulating 
medium of this country as to become depre- 
ciated, then it would displace gold. How 


far and to what extent this would take place 


cannot be foreseen. In the first place, there 
is over 250 millions of gold in the United 
States, and, to take this gold ont of the 
country in exchange for silver under the 
original Wanwer bill, it would be necessary 
to find 250 millions of demonetized silver in 
Europe. The greatest stock of silver is in 
France, but it is monetized and circulates at 
par with French gold everywhere within the 
Latin Union. There is scarcely even 60 
much as fifty millions of surplus demone- 
tized silver in England at one time. The 
moment any large quantity of demonetized 
silver was shipped to this country to ex-

A PROFFERED OLIVE-BRANCH. 

The Vicksburg (Miss.) Herald, a Conserva- 
tive-Democratic newspaper, and perhaps the 
fairest, most decent, and dignified paper of 
the Democratic kindin the Cotton States, 
suggests a plan by which the Solid South” 
may be divided, and contemplates the possi- 
bility that under certain conditions an al- 
liance between the Conservative wing of the 
Confederates and the Northern Republicans 
might be effected.

AMUSEMENTS. 


DRAMATIC AND RAILWAY AGENTS. 
New York Heraid, July 22. 

A number of the managare and agents of the- 
atrical combinations, bo every year spend 
much of their time on the railways of the coun- 
try, assembled at the Westminster Hotel yes- 
terday afternooo for the purpose of organizing a 
protective association that has for its object a 
mutual arrangement with the many railwavs in 
the United States whereb. both may deve den- 
efit from their use of each other. On the one 
hand it is said that the dramatic companies an- 
nually spend for traveling purposes anywhere 
trom $400,000 to $500,000. On the other hand, 
the railway péop's allege that they are imposed 
upoa by individuals who claim the privileges 
heretofore allowed to the dramatic profession, 
and thus suffer a loss, frequenti¥ never see- 
ing their pay. To check the tmposi- 
tion the railway agents are considering 
the propriety of — full rates to ail com- 
panies. To prevent t ruinous act, the man- 
agers and agents bave organized as above stated, 
and propose by their rules to draw a sharp line 
between the good and the bad, between the 
legitimate members of the pr fession and the 
im postors, and thus to indicate to the reliway 
authorities that while they desire the cheapest 
rates that cao be afforded, they also wia to cut 
loose from any and — 2 — to which 
may attach the sugges of fraud. Beyond 
the process of orgacization, a discussion of irs 
prospects, and the appointment of a committee, 
nothing was done. committee consists of 
Mr. J. UM. Haverly and Mr. Robert Miles, both 
well-known and influencial tlemen in ‘he 
profession. These are expected to confer with 
mne railway ple, receive their views, and 
make an early report. It is not believed that 
when those who represent the railwavs 
fully understand the question and aporeciate 
the many expenses utal to the removal 
from point to point of a company of professton- 
ais legitimately employed, ther will inter pose 
the new rule that has been suggested, and chat 
a reconsideration of the sub matter will re- 
sult in a change of mind. lhe meeting was or- 
ganized by the appointment of Mr. E. M. Got- 
hold as President ud Mr. D. Fronman as. Sec- 
retary. A committee of three will draft a con- 
stitution and br-laws, and at he nex. meeting 
reports from all parte of the country are expect- 
ed. A national orgenization will chen be made. 
Only those who eenuwely represent the reputa- 
ble combinations will be admitted. This action, 
it is believed, will be the equivalent of a carte 
blanche te the maoy railwa,s of the Continent, 
and serve to restore the confidence in the integ- 
rity of our dramatic people wat seems to nave 
been somewhat lost.

WABASH AND VANDERBILT.

New York, July 24.—The Directors of the 
Toledo, Wabash & Western continued their 
negotiations to-day with Mr. Vanderbilt con- 
cerning the acquisition of the Detroit, Monroe 
& Toledo Railroad. Mr. Vanderbilt sent word 
that he waived his condition that all freight at 
Detroit should be given to the Canada Southern 
Line, which he controls, but declined to accept 
the valuation placed by the Wabash men oa the 
Detroit & Toledo line. Their proposition was 
to pay interest on $500,000, while Mr. Vander- 
bilt claimed the line had cost to date 
$1,295,600. The Wabash Directors telegraphed 
Mr. Hickson, General Agent of the Grand 
Trunk, as bim whether he Would 
consent toa higher valuation. He replied he 
would agree to submit the question to arbitra- 
tion. A telegram was then sent to Mr. Vander- 
bilt whether this would be satisfactory. 
A prompt no“ was the answer. It was there- 
upon resolved to notify Mr. Vanderbilt that 
negotiations would be broken off forever, and to 
begin as soon as possible, to make connection with 
the Great Western and the Grand Trunk Lines 
of Canada, the construction of an independent 
road between Detroit and Toledo, which will be 
from eight to ten miles shorter than the Detroit, 
Monroe & Toledo route. As the expense will 
have to be met, the Wabash men will have to be 
ratified by formal meetinge of the Directors of 
all three Companies. ritten requests were 
ordered sent to the Canadian roads to have such 
meetings called at an early day. 


elucidation. The antiquity of man is the con- 
necting link between geology and the early his- 
tory of mankind.

The theories of 
the French scientists were attacked by the 
speaker, as he thought that the growth of peat 
was much more gradual than held by them. A 
description of the cone-shaped deposit situated 
on the shores of Lake Geneva.

SOMERBY, CRIMINAL LAWYER.

Boston, July 24.—Gustavas A. Somerby, the 
distinguished criminal lawyer, died this alter- 
noon. Few men in New Englaud bave had 
greater opportunities for distinction in this 
special business than he, and none have been 
quicker to take advantage of the chances. He 
defended Leavitt Alley six years ago, and cleared 
him of the murder of Matthew Ellis, whose body 
was found in a barre! floating down Charles 
River two or three days before the great fire. This 
case attracted great attention at the time, the 
circumstances being very similar to the cele- 
brated Parkman-Webster murder, for which a 
Harvard Professor was lianged. ‘There was no 
doubt at allt bis guilt. Blood was found on his 
person and in his stable, and there were over- 
whelmiug evidences of his complicity. Somer- 
by was shrewd enough to contest the Gov- 
ernment without putting in much er- 
dence on his own side, and von the 
case by refusing to allow the 
prisoner to testify. On his acquittal, Alley 
rushed to shake hands with his counsel, but 
Somerby drew back, and not only refused to 
grasp the hand of a man he must bave believed

Heshould know why aud for 
what he is wurking. This is highly essential, for 
unless one’s aim is clear his work is ineffectual. 
The work of a Sunday-scnool teacher is the de- 
velopment of the character and the building-up 
of a Christian map. There is given the 
hovest, thorough Christian work Becessary to 
an adequate preparation of lessons by our Sun- 
day-school teachers. There is no excuse for this 
neglect, as they have all the conveniences in the 
shape of “‘ lesson-papers,’’ magazines, etc. There 
are many dapper young men in each Sunday- 
school, whose heads are as empty as gourds, who 
have money to spend at the livery-stables, cigar- 
stands, and places of that kind, but who never 
invest in these Sunday-school helpers. Ten 
mintues, after they open their mouths, the ab- 
sence of anything except east wind,“ as the Doc- 
tor aptly described it, is apparent. to his class. 
The girls were not overlooked by the speaker. 
Their habits of elaborate dress on Sunday 
was condemned io the regular stereotyped torm. 
The speaker thought that the Scriptures did not 
receive sufficient attention in our Sunday- 
schools. He believed that when a copy of the 
New Testament could be had for five cents, and 
the whole of God's Word for a quarter of a dol- 
iar, that lesson leaves,“ containing only atew 
verses, should be dispensed with. This met 
with the approval of the congregation. It 1, 
be continued, a burning.shame that this igno- 
rauce of the Scriptures should be thus tolerated. 
The teaching was not sufficiently personal, and 
did not apply itself to each pupil as it should 
do. The Doctor thought the Church more re- 
ligious than moral at the preseat time. More 
attention should be paid to the practical, instead 
of to the theoretical. He believed that nad the 
Church of to-day the morality and business in- 
tegrity of the Quakers it would exert a twofold 
power. 

A few concluding remarks were made con- 
cerniug some pernicious books found in our 
Sunday-school libraries, especially those which 
treat religion with contempt. The congrega- 
tion were exceedingly attentive during this ad- 
dress, and seemed to take it directly to heart. 
While the speaker was condemning tobacco and 
strong drink, an elderly geatiemsn in the audi-

At about that period 
amber was fuund to the property of 
frictional attraction, Until about a century ago, 
however, tais knowledge had beeu stagoant. 
Galvani gave an impetus to further research by 
his seeing frogs twitching on the iron railing of 
his balcony; his subsequent observations aris- 
ing from this singular fact, resulted in the dis- 
covery of the batterywhich Dears his name. 
The two general kinds of electricity are fric, 
tional, statical, or high tension, aud galvanic, 
dynamic, or low tension. It was the latter 
which the experiments illustrated. A small 
cell was projected on a screen, the zinc and cop- 
per vlates being in a dilute solution of acid. 
When the circuit was closed there was an action 
observed by the hydrogen coming away irom the 
copper. A bell at some distance may be rung 
through the agency of a small battery, com- 
posed of six pistol cartridge shells. ‘The lect- 
urer then explained and illustrated the electro- 
magnet. Manv experiments in electricity were 
performed, including the buroing of metals, 
with brilliant effect; also, an exbibition of the 
electric light under water and between carbon 
pointe. The lecture was exceedingly instruc- 
tive, and was delivered in a very happy manner.

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MUSIC IN LONDON. 


American Artists Abroad—Mr. Candidus, 
Nilsson, and Patti After Twenty Years. 
Mr. Hassard o the New York Tribune. 

London, July 5.—You wil! search the London 
papers in vain for a fair account of the first ap- 
pearance of a German-Americas Lohengrin, who 
won the other nignt at Her Majesty's Theatre a 
substantial, if pot a really brilliant, success. 
Some of the best critics seem to have neglected 
the performance altogether; other writers in 
the press dismissed it with a few worda of care- 
less compliment. It was, in fact, a persona- 
tion of remarkable merit; and if Mr. William 
Candidus can do other things as well as he does 
this, he is an artist whom any manager ought 
to be glad to secure. Those who remember him 
as he used to be in New York, with à ringing 
voice and no style, will find it difficult to realize 
how great a change. has come over him. 
His voice has grown firm, flexible, and 
sympathetic. There is rhaos no tenor 
now on the stage in on, except Fan- 
celli, whose tones are 80 even and so pure. 
They bave none of the throativess characteristic 
of German singers; and, indeed, Mr. Candidus 
appears to have formed his style in the true 
Italian rather than the German scbool. He 
sang Lohengrin with only one piano rehearsal, 
and the slight constraint observable in bis act- 
ing was probably attributable fn part to 
nervousness. Certainly the situation was a 
trying one. He came forward, almost unpre- 
pared, in one of the most conspicuous and ex- 
acting of roles, side by side with oné of the 
most renowned of Das, before a vast and 
brilliant audience (which included the Prince 
and Princess of Wales), and under the eve of a 
conductor who notoriously dislikes Lobeu- 
erm,“ aud who, I must say,—with all deference 
to Sir Micoael Costa’s admitted abilities in 
other respects,—does not know bow 
direct tit. Mr. Canaidus, moreover, 
labors under the double disadvantage 
(for an Italian opera-singer in Losdon) 
of being an American and being a German. The 
British metropolis does not believe in German 
voices or American art; Sir Michael Costa, I re- 
gret to say. regards our beloved country with 
horror. That Mr. Candidus should dave suc- 
ceeded in the face of so many unfavorable cir- 
cumstances is a signal proof of merit. He bore 
bimself nobly; be acted with a little too much 
intelligence and an obvious sense of the pictur- 
esque; and if his delivery of the music was 
now and then lacking in fervor, it was peverthe- 
less careful and poetic. In the long and roman- 
tic monologue of the last act. Da voi lontan, 
etc., wherein Lohengrin discloses his name and 
rank, Mr. Candidus produced ap admirable ef- 
fect by the elegance of his phrasing aud the 
vurity and steadivess of bis enunciation. He 
has not the dramatic intensity of Campanini in 
this stirring passage, but he makes of it a beau- 
tiful piece of singing.

I awaited the appearance of Nilsson in the role 
of La that night with peculiar interest, because 
I dave beard agreat deal lately about the al 
leged decay of her powers, If Iam to jadge 
from a single performance, I must say thai 
these stories are grossly exaggerated. No doubt 
she bas lost something; she bad lost a little be- 
fore she left America, her face is somewhat 
thinner than it was, her voice isa more 
veiled. But the old charm is bardly impaired. 
The first and sweetest of our Das is just what 
we remember four or five \ears ago, the most 
fascinating and ethereal of modern operatic 
creations. The Ortruda of this representation 
was Mile. Tremelll. a contralto of the secoud 
rank, and the Teramondo was Sig. Galassi. 
Taken altogther the performance was bv 
no means equal to that which Sie. 
Muzio gave us during the Strakoech 
season in New York. Sir Michael Coste led 
bis fine orchestra of seventy or eiauty men with 
an evident disrelish of the whole business, and 
with no other sort of regard for the nuances of 
ex; ression, without which a Wagner opera is 
little better than a burlesque. The suorise 
scene in the castie court and the military march 
and assembling of the knights in the last act, 
were ruined (just as they were during the Maple- 
son season in New York) by mutilations which 
destroyed their very character. ‘The mise en 
scene was about as we bave bad it at bome, ex- 
cept that the personages on the stage were more 
numerous, and they were costumed and grouped 
with a keever eye for the effect of color. The 
stage manager at Her Majesty's at present is 
the same Sig. Dubreu! who has filled that part 
at the New York Academy of Music for many 
more years than [ like to remember. The com- 
mon stock operas, at both bouses in London, 
are but cheaply and carelessly mounted. 

PATTI IN “THE AFRICAN” AND “TRAVIATA.” 

When Selika came upon the scene 1 thought 
for the moment that I saw through the dusky 
paint and the savage disguise the same slight 
and girlish form which we recall so fondly at 
home.

alive with cats. Cats crawied from little square 
holes in doors; cats came out from under iron 
gratings; cats assembled from neighboring 
housetops where they had been making night 
hideous with their serenades; stray cats, which 
bad neither a local babitation nor a name, took 
post; other cate from distant wards, but which 
seemed intent on tem oe visited the pre- 
cinct; black cals, gray cate, Maltese land 
all other varieties of the feline family, were rep- 
resen 

‘The cause was presently apparent. A man in 
a blue checked shirt, with a heavy basket on bis 
arm laden with small packages of meat, came 
around acorner. At once every cat came ta the 
attitude attention!“ and presented arms, 
and in mau cases taille too. From this basket 
the man, on meeting a regular boarder, took a 
package of meat wrapped in brown paper and 
banded bis portion to each cat. Those which were 
not regular boarders made spasmodic attempts 
in some cases to ass est the regular boarder an 
the consumption of bis food, but as a rule were 
unsuccessful. The purveror knows all bis cus- 
tomers, or rather bis boarders. He knows that 

he Maltese lives at No. 19 State street, and if 
she inquires for her breaktast at No. 46 be pun- 
ishes ber by refusing to give ber her rations. 

So, too, he knows that the huge, tawny cat which 

looks after the interests of a pork warehouse on 

Bridge street has no business in Stove street. 

He has studied his boarders, bas them down 

une,“ and po cat now dares be on any other 

premises but his own at breakfast hour. 

In an luterview with the man for woose com- 
ing the cats so impatientiy wait, and whom they 
fondle, purr about. and against whuse legs they 
rub their superfluous fur, he said: 

„Well, | dave been ip this business for sev- 
eral years. I manage to make about 4 
week, the actual amount Varying at different 
seasons of the year. I take out about 150 
pounds of meat in the morning for dejivery 
among my cat family, and it’s pretty bard work, 
tor, to say notbi of the job of lueg: the 
grub round, all the cats in the country know 
me, and follow me, and I sometimes feel as 
though I was the father of the whole cat tribe. 

Reporter—Whom do zou supply with cat’s 
meat generally! 

Purveyor—there are lots of stores ip this 
neighborhood whose occupants deal in,pork, 
cheese, hams, and other eatable matter of that 
description. Now all these stores are mostly 
very old, and infested with rats. Well, the peo- 
ple who océupy the stores have to keep pleot. 
of cats to keep the rats down, These cats have 
to be fed. They ain’t a coin’ to cut a ham to 
feed the cats, and cats don’t like salt meat avy 
bow, and on Sundays there would be noone 
nere to feed them. 80. as 1 had read one time 
how men in London went round with carts and 
ted the cats, I thought I would go into the busi- 
ness on a smaller scale. 

Revorter—What @ you charge per day for 
the board of a cat? 

Purveyor—Five cents, and its too cheap at 
that. [buy my meat awav ap-town, and bave 
to buy wrapping-paver to keep the separate 
pieces in; and, what's more, I don’t boatd my 
cats on boardiny-house hash. : 

Reporier—** You doo’t mean to say you feed 
them on tenderloin steak? 

Purveyor—Of course I don’t give 'em choice 
cute, but I don't feed em on poor grub. I 
don’t give em no cuitings from dead animals 
as they sav they do in London and other places 
where cat's meat men go round, but I give em 
good, fair, deceut food, varving it from day to 
day. . 1 always give em fish on Friday. There’s 
always plenty of fish in the market then, and 
its cheaper to me than meat on that day, and 
cats like fish anyhow. A change of diet is good 
for eats as Well as men. : 

Keporter-—-How do you feed them during 
Lent? Do you make them observe the forty 
dass and follow the Church directions as to diet? 

Purveyor—No; I feed em on meat right 
along, except on Friday; anybow you couldn’t 
wake a cat keep Lent as long as there was a rat 
or mouse to be caught, or any eatable on the 


premises. , | 

‘Lhe cat in the daytime is rather agreeab!é and 
bas ite use. At night, however, the reverse is 
the case. Among the down-town warehouses, 
however, where there are few residents, and the 
vcat’s wore unpleasant peculiarities do not make 
themselves 60 couspicuous as thev do in up- 
town yards, they are very necessary. A down- 
town dealer in Drovisious said: We keep no less 
than six cate here. They goon duty when we 
lock up, about 6 o’clock in the evening. If we 
didn’t the rats would play high carnival and eat 
our stock so that it would be utterly ungalabie. 
The worst thing is the cheese. The rats gnaw 
right through the boxes. They seem to fancy 
it more than meat. But we have sometimes 
other goods in stock which, if it wasn’t for our 
eats, would specdily be ruined. We sed to 
feed them ourselves, but it was a very great 
trouble, as we had to send to Washington Mar- 
ket for meat, and when the men came round 
and offerea to supply them with food for 5 cents 
a day apiece we accepted the offer gladly. It is 
cheaper to pay a coupie of dollars a week than 
to have the piece overrun with rats.“ 

The meat man said, in ‘response an in- 
quiry whether he ever missed a cat from the ap- 
pointed place: Oh, yes; I sometimes find 
them dead in front of the store where they are 
employed.” 

‘Are their situations filled at once?’ asked 
the reporter. 

“Vell, I'm sure Ican’t tell,“ said the pur- 
vevor. ‘*'I leaves the rations for the cat who is 
vaiting for em, and I don’t feel calledupon to 
sit as a Crowner’s quest on the body of a cat. 
All I look for us yen I puts in the bill on Mon- 
day is the color of the cat’s master’s money.“

THE LAW. 


A Batch of Appellate-Court De- 
cisions. 


Mr. W. bester Returns to Jail—Judg- 
ments and New Suits. 


Five opinions were filed yesterday by Judge 
Pleasants in the Appellate Court. These opin- 
fons are all in cases which were heard and re- 
versed at the last term of Court, and comprise 
the following: 

Brainerd vs. Turner, Singer Manufacturing 
Company vs. Treadway, Mathews ys. Rice, 
Baragwanath vs. Wilson, and Fleischmann vs. 
Walker. 

BRAINERD VS. TURNER. a 

The case of Marvin R. Brainerd and Henry 
Baker ys. Joseph E. Turner was a rather 
peculiar one. It seems that Brainerd was a 
buyer of butter out West for Baker here, and, 
meeting Turner, an arrangement was made by 
which both were to buy together and divide 
their parchases equally. After buying a car- 
load it was found that Brainerd had paid for the 
larger part, and thereupon Turner refunded 
half the excess. Turner afterward found 3 
mistake against himself, and after a vain at- 
temot at settlemeat sued Bramerd and Baker. 
and recovered a judgment for $169.80. 

Judge Pieasants said there was no evidence to 
show a partnership between Brainerd and Baker 
except the testimony of Turner that Brainerd 
hed said he was buying for both, which was 
inadmissible as testimony against Baker. Brain- 
erd also den ed it, so that as against him there 
was no preponderance of proof. Brainerd, bow- 
ever, did say he was buving for Baker with 
Baker’s money, and it appeared he received a 
salary according to the amount of profits. If 
Brainerd was only an agent, be was not liable to 
Turner on aay implied contract, because he had 
disclosed his principal and bad not bound bim 


self or been ro of any fraud. If he was not 
such agent. Baker was vot liable, even 
though in his settlement with Brainerd he had 
received the amouut paid in error, because there 
was noprivity between bim and appeliee. in 
that case Baker would only be liable to Brain- 
erd, and the latter to appellee. In either event, 
therefore, it was error to render judgment 
against both the appellants, and the judgment 
would therefore be reversed and the case re- 
manded. 
A SBWING-MACHINE CASE. 

The case of the Singer Manufacturing Com- 
papy vs. J. (. Treadway was a suit brought to 
recover back part payment of a sewing- machine. 
he Company sold the machine to Treadway for 
$115, of which $60 was to be paid iu a harness 
and the remainder in $10 monthly iustal! ments. 
The harness was made and delivered but the , 
cash was not paid, and the Company replevied 
the machine and got Ddossession. Treadway 
su uently brought suit to recover the value 
of the barness aud obtained a judgment for $60. 
Judge Picasants, however, on appeal, held that 
this was error. The Company had kept its 
contract in all respects, and in its suit by re- 
plevin it expressly recogoized the contract, 
one position of which was that the title 
to the machine should.remain in it until 
fully paid for. As between the parties, the title 
remained in the Compary, The purchaser had 
no right to rescind the contract nor treat it as a 
nullity, and, as the contract provided that, in 
case of failure to pay the installments, those 
previously paid should beGome forfeited, Tread- 
way bad nobody but himself to diame. The 
judgmeot would therefore be reversed and the 
case remand 4 
A QUESTION OF PRACTICE. 

The case of William Baragwanath vs. Joseph 
B. Wilson and others raised a question of prac- 
tice. In September, 1877, an interlocutory jude- 
ment was entered against Baragwanatb. im- : 
pleaded with others. a motion was subse- 
quentiv made to set aside, and the next day, 
without. notice. a was made to 
strike out the name of Carjenter, one of the co- 
plaintiffs, who had died. The Curt refused to bear 
the original motion, but granted the cross-mo- 
tion to strike Carpenter slusme out of the pa- 
pers and judgment. On appeal, the Appellate 
Court ‘held the judemeys was pot ‘oid by 
reason of the death. befone guilt. was brought, of 
oue of the co-piaintiffiac,But that must be 
taken advantage of by pes in abatement. 
The record micht be amesded at a subsequent 
term if there was aoythiag to amend it by, but 
the Court could not setvaside the judgment. 
The statute suletituting: motions for writs of 
error coram nobis did not'eularge its powers in 
this respect. The judgment could only be 
amended after the terui bad passed, as toa 
mere matter of form within the statute olf 
jeotails. Striking out the uame of a plaintiff 
was not such a matter, bat was an error, for 
which the decision of the Court below would be 
reversed. ‘ia 
A QUESTION OF PACT. 

The case of James Mathews vs. Charles Rice 
and others was a suit to recover a balance due 
on a contract for building & bouse, and involved 
only a question of fact. The yey found in favor 
of the apoellees for 1.61 The Appellate 
Court said the contract provided the certificate 
of the architects should be binding. They had 
found a balance of only $618 at most to be due, 
and the action of the jury in awarding $1,000 
more was unsupported by the evidence and un- 
warrantabie. Reversed and remanded. 

ONE OF THE WALKER Caszs. 


The case of Isaac Fleischmann vs. 8. J. 
Walker and others also turned solely on a ques- 
tion of fact ag to whether a collateral note, se- 
cured by trust-deed, bad or had not been deliv- 
ered to compla.vant’s agent op the 6th day of 
July, 1872, before the conveyance by Walker to 
the num & Richardson Manufacturmg Com- 
van r. [he Court below found it had not: the 
Avvellate Court said it had been so delivered. 
Reversed and remanded. 

THE WEBSTER HABEAS CORPUS CASE. 

Judge Rogers ,esterday beard the habeas cor- 
pus case of P. H. Webster, who is enjoving ao 
extended residence in jau, having been arrested 
ou acapias. The facts seem to be that a judg- 
ment was obtained by mistake against Webster, 
his plea in the suit baving been lost, and he was 
then arrested on a capias ad satisfaciendum 
and placed in jail, He filed a petition for habeas 
corpus, claiming that the judgment was void, 
and that the 2 for the plaintiffs, Henry 
Browne, had been guilty of bad faith in msuing 
the capias when be had promised not to do so. 
It seems, however, from the testimony that Mr. 
Browne did not promise not to issue the capias, 
but did promise, siter the judgment was ren- 
dered, to give ample time for the defendant to 
get a supersedeas trom the Appellate Court. 
He allowed sixty days to go bv, and then, seeing 
Webster had not taken any steps to get the su- 
persedeas, he issued the capias. 

Judge Rogers said the judgment was void, but 
he had no power to grant relief. The capias was 
properly issued on the judgment, but the ouly 
way to attack the latter was by writ of error to 
the Apveilate Court. According to the facts as 
they appeared on the record be should have to 
remand the prisoner. 

Mr. Ounningbam, attorney for the defendant. 
Webster, m the original suit, then said he had 
drawn the petition for habeas corpus at bis 
cHent’s request, and op his representations, but 
since the bearing he believed the charges as to 
Mr. Browne were incorrect, and he wished to 
withdraw them and also the petition, which was 
done. Webster was then taken back to jail.

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THE HOUSE AT BEAUVOIR. 


Mrs. Dorsey's Bequest te Jefferson Davis— 
How the Rebel Ex-President has Lately 
Lived and Worked—His Habits and Sur- 
roundings. 

Atlanta (Ga.) Constitution. 

About two years ago I had telegraphic orders 
to find Mr. Davis as soon as possible, for the 
purpose of obtaining from bim certain desired 
information. I went to Memphis, then bis 
nominal residence, only to find that hg was not 
in the city, that his wife and daughter were in 
Europe, and bis son-in-law in New York. He 
then had the Presidency of the Mississippi Val- 
ley Insurance Company, a sort of sivecure, I 
think, provided for bim by his friends in the 
Crescent City, and it was thougbt probable that 
i went down the river, ap- 

at the office of the Trading Com- 

but found Mr. Dayis absent. No 
could tell me where he was, but 
be was very busy at 


bid away at some quiet retreat, his location be- 
ing unknown to all but his most intimate 
friends, I discovered, however, that his letters 


from his wife were forwarded to Mississippi 
City, a fashionable watering-place near New 


point I took myself. 

Making my way unguardedly intoa pair of rail- 
ings that opened like a funnel at the depot, and 
then narrowed into a plank lane, that led inevit- 


stepped up to the register and asked if Mr. 
Davis was in Mississippi City or its neighbor- 
nood. Mine host replied that be had not seen 
Mr. Davis, but he bad heard that be was “ stor- 
ping at Mrs. Dorsev's.“ He further informed 
me that Mrs. Dorsey wasasort of literary 
woman: that she was rien; and that her resi- 
dence was kuown as Beauvoir,“ and spelled as 
„ Bevweh’’; and that for a consideration 1 
could secure transportation to the same. Ina 
half-bour | was on the way. 

I never bad a more melancholy ride than*that 
which followed. The road led through heavy 
pine forests. The tall, brown trees rose straight 
and monotonous from drifts of white-vowdered 
sand,—the moan of the wind through their 
tufted Leads mingling strangely with the 
swishing sound of the waves of the yellow 
gulf as they rolled ceaselessiy on the h. 
At almost every turn ot the road we came upon 
Ad bouses,—of imposing size, character, and 
surroundings, but thoroughly dismantled and 
desolate. Worm-eaten and decayed piers ran 
out into the water,—roofiess boat- and bathing 
houses were scattered along the shore: broken- 
down fences of fide pattern barely binted the 
shape of former inclosures. There were man- 
sions, dead-looking, deserted, with grase grow- 
ing on their very roofs; there were stables and 
carriage-bouses, and pigeon-cotes all disused 
the tenantiess; handsome grounds choked up 
with weeds and sand-drifte. Occasionally 
there was sure te be seen some pert - at- 
tempt at reclamation that only set off thaggen¢ 
eral desolation more vividly, I was traveling 
through a strip of country formerly one of the 
most fashionable ana celebrated. It was here 
in the ola days that the millionaires of New 
Orleans brought their friends and families for 
the summer, having establishments here that in 
splendor aud luxurious appointments equaled 
anything to be found in this thea prodigal 1d. 
With the Gulf rolling at their feet; with strong, 
saline breezes driving the heat-waves back; with 
the best of suri bathing, yachting, fishing, and 
hunting, and with a society brilliant, well-assur- 
ed, and knit together dy the memory of bali a 
dozen generations, they bad all that they de- 
sired. I learn that in the past few years this 
Guif shore hae regained much of its lost glory, 
and that songs anu laughter once more fill these 
desolate bouses, and yachts and sailing-boats 
once more speck the yellow waste of waters, 

At length a bouse of noble proportions, situ- 
ated on che crest of a matchiess bit of beach, 
aporoached by handsome aud well kept grounds, 
confronted me. My driver stopped and notified 
me that this was where Mrs. Dorsey lived. A 
gentleman was sitting on the piazza, with a large 
table. covered with papers, by his side. A large 
dog was coming down the walk, and I :arned to 
look at the waves chat curled up the beach. [be 
barking of the dog at the fence determined me 
to remain ip abstracted meditation of the Gulf, 
until the gentleman, who my driver confiden- 
tially informed the back of mv head bad started 
to meet me, could reach the gate. 

* Did you wish to see any one, sir!“ 

A kind but grave voice, a tall, slender man, 
with brown hair end whiskers tipping out gray. 
clear eyes, calm brow, erect carriage, an ivde- 
scribable air of dignity and sadness. There was 
the first and last President of the Confederate 
States of America. 

Upon presenting my credentials, Mr. Davis 
welcomed me warmly, and, shak ng my hand 
gravely. led the war to the house. As we 
walked up the hich, broad steps of the piazza a 
a small lady, with Diack bair, worn ae Mrs. 
Hayes wears hers, and looking remarkably like 
Mrs. Mar. K. Bryan, the autboress, came out of 
the front door. This was Mrs. Sarah A. Dor- 
ser, one of the most noted women of Louisiana, 
and the bepefactress of Mr. Davis. She is an 
authoress of some note, having written 
„ Panola,” a novel, and I think a biography of 
one of Lonisiana’s Governors. She owned 
valuable river plautations, apd was at the time 
oi my visit deeply interested in the project of 
national levees for the Mississip:‘L be wasa 
thorougb student—compapionabie with and de- 
voted to Mr. Davis. I remember that with an 
assured air of protectorship she superin' ended 
any allusion that the ex-Presiaent made to pub- 
lic affairs—a kind censorship that he humbored. 
if be did owt regard it. 

At her request, Mr. Davis has made Beauvoir 
bis home during the time he was engaged on 
his book. Accepting this invitation, he bad 
quietly dropved out of the world, I have never 
seed a more delightful housebold than that 
gathered at Beauvoir at this time. Besides Mr. 
Davis und Mrs. Dorsey, there was youvg Jeff, a 
most agreeable and earnest young fellow; a boy 
relative of Mrs. Davis from the North, wha 
with Jeff. Jr., was reading law under the ex- 
President; a smart and courteous voungster; 
and Mr. Davis’ old colored body-servant, who 
is passionately sttacbed to him. This made uo 
the family, and there wag @ friendly interest 
and easy eloqueoce in all the totercourse, 
whether it ascended to the tremendous affairs 
in which the leader bad been imvoived or drow» 
ped to the affairs about the farm. There 
was no o6tiffoess or artificiality in the 
conversation, but at once a char 
abandon and decorum,—whether it was sitting 
ina group on the piazza watching the Gulf, 
while the strong esalt-breezes, blowing from 
spice-land, fanned our faces,—or walk 
through the orange grove with Mr. Vavis 
the boya—or svugly ensconced with Mr. Davis 
in bis stady. I remember bow devotedly Mr. 
Davis was attached to his son, and bow fondly 
be became interested in all that the bright, 
frank young fellow turned his hand to. He 
was engaged, with the belp of the body-servant, 
in building a boat, and the President baited us 
for a hali-bour in discussing with bis son the 
prospects of the venture. The boy was studi 
ous, well-strung, ropust,—Dav the features 
o1 nis mother, but many of hig father’s charac- 
teristics, —altoge her an admirable boy, He 
died of N at ear, and with him 
died the last of Dis Kingl¥ ie. 

Mr. Davis could not have selected s better 
place mn which to perform the great work upon 
which be 1s engaged. ‘Ihe house at Beauvoir is 
au immense roowy built in we old- 
fashioned Southern style. [he ball w wider 
theo au ordinary room, and covers more spece 
than the whole floor of @ tenement-house. It 
was jad with light matt ng, ud ſu the centre ts

Lem (ow Ear), July 21.—It is one 
of the marked characteristics of modern Amer- 
jean life to imitate, and that quite satisfactor- 
ily.. Nothing which is desirable and valuable 
is much more then uon the market when 
something worthless, but looking exactly like 
the original, except to the practiced eye of the 
expert, comes out, and is palmed off upon 
the patient and .upsuspecting public. The 
soringing-up of innumerable watering-places 
all along our lakes and at the side of every 
inl ud pond, where the scevery is only a little 
romantic, or the springs are supposed to bub- 
ble up water with some slightly mineral qual 
ities, has been attributed by some to this im- 
itative quality of our common nature. Bat. 
after considerable thought bestowed upon the 
subject, and visits made to a large number of 
these new watering-placea, your corresvoud- 
ent bas satisfectorily settled the matter in his 
own mind, and attributes the unmistakable 
tendency mentioned above to the diffusion of 
education and our Repubiicag inetitutions. There 
can be no doubt but summer-resorts are ex- 
ceedingly desirable, not only to the small 
class of tourists who are able to pay the ex- 
tortionate rates of Saratoga, Newport, and 
Niagara Falls, but also to that vast middle 
class of the population who are unequal to 
heavy financial burdens imposed by cheeky 
hotel-clerks, and caonot spend the time nec 
essary to visit a distant resort. This letter 
class fee] the burden of the summer-wesather .

LIFE ABOVE THE CLOUDS. 

Atma, Park Co., Colo., July 17.—A. Cook, 
Esq., 80 Dearborn Street, Chicago—My Dan 
Unciz: I send you a sketch of life above the 
clouds. 4 

The bighest mine in the United States, and 
proba bly in the world; is the Present Help, situ- 
ated on Mt. Lincoln, in the main range ot the 
Rocky Mountains, in Park County, Colo. Ac- 
cording to Prof. Hayden, Mt. Lincoln bas an 
altitude of 14,297 feet. The Present Help 
boarding-house, built alongside of the entrance 
to the main drift, is about 200 yards away from 
the extreme summit of the mountain, and 140 
feet lower down. This leaves it 14,157 feet 
above sea-level, and it is undoubtedly the high- 
est inbabited house in the world. The Moose 
Mine, about one mile distant, is probably 1,000 
feet lower; and the Russia Mine, half a mile 
distant, is perhaps 200 feet higher than the 
Moose. There is a wagon-road to the Present 
Help, and a slight-trail from thence to the sum- 
mit. The view from the topof Mt. Lincoln, for 
extent and grandeur, is unequaled in the 
United States. Range behind range of mount- 


ains extend in every direction as far as the eye 
can reach. Fully adozen peaks, ranging from 
14,000 feet upward, can be seen from this ele- 


vated point. 
Pike’s Peak is about seventy-five miles dis- 


tant, in a bee-line, nearly due east from here; 
and the beautiful South Park lies snugly en- 
sconced between the two peaks, two towering 
monuments, landmarks to its eastern and west- 
ern entrances. Frequently, in the early morn, 
an immense body of clouds overhangs the Park, 
which, seen from above, resembles exactly the

NEBRASKA. 


A Ride Through the Valley of the Elkhorn 
—West Point and Its Water-Power—An 
Interview with Judge E. K. Valentine 
About Agriculture and Politics, 

Special Correspondence af The Tribune. 

West Pout, Neb., July 17.—The Sioux City 
& Pacific Railroad, extending from Sioux City, 
Ia., south to Missouri Valley Junction, crosses 
the river to Blair, Neb.; extends southwest 
through Washington County to Fremont, on 
the Union Paeific Railboad; thence north and 
west through Dodge and Cuming Counties to 
Wisner, the present terminus, and is being rap- 
idly extended westward, a little north, to Stan- 
ton, the county-seat of Stanton County. From 
‘thence it will be built to Norfolk, in Madison 
County; and the owners of the road claim that 
it will be the first railroad to the Black Hills. 
John I. Blair is the President; P. K. Hall, Gen- 
eral Manager, with headquarters at Cedar Rap- 
ids, Ia.; F. C. Hills, Superintendent and Gen- 
eral Freight aad Ticket Agent, with office at 
Missouri Valiey Junction, Ia. Its entire length, 
including that portion in Iowa, is about 150 
miles. 

Brashington, Dodge, and Cuming Counties 
are very good counties,—among the pest in the 
State,—but not as thickly settled as some of 
the counties south of the Platte River. 

This road follows up through the celebrated 


Elkhorn Valley; and, if the growing crop, as I 


saw it from the car-windows, is any indication, 
the soil is remarkably fertile. The farmers have 
already begun harvesting; and this week it is 
expected that they will get through with the 
small grain, unless interfered with by rain. 
Those seeking new homes are beginning to ap- 
preciate the northern part of the State, and this 
season the immigration has been very large. 
Blair, the county-seat of Washington County, 
is an old town, and does considerable business, 


but is not improving so rapidiy as the towns 
further west. 

Fremont, the county-seat of Dodge County, 
is one of the best towns in the State. Having 
the Union Pacific Railroad, as well as the Sioux 
City & Pacific Railroad, it does the distributing 
of supplies for a large section. The farmers of 
both Dodge and Washingtun Counties are well- 
to-do, have good farms and fine improvements; 
and vet good lands are still to be had at prices 
ranging from 85 to 810 per acre. Remember 
that the east line of Dodge County is not farther 
than twenty miles from the Missouri River. 

Cuming County, adjoining Dodge on the 
north, bas its county-seat at West Point, a place 
of about 1,300 inhabitants,—a thriving town, of 
which I have much to say, and will leave it un- 
til I say a word about Wisner, the terminus, a 
place of about 600 people, wnich has enjoyed a 
very good trade, owing to it being the end of 
the road, but, when the road extends to Stau- 
ton, will have to depend upon the country im- 
mediately about it. Hooper and Serivner are 
small but grow ing places, of about 500 people 
each. 1 am told that — ubimproved lands 
can be bad in Cuming County for $2.50 to $5 


per acre. . 

West Point is one of the most enterprising 
littic sowns in the State. It has a magnificent 
Court-House and Jail, built in 1878-74, at a cost 
of $40,000; four grain-warehouses and one ele- 
vator, two lumber-vards, the usual number of 
stores, and two good hotels,—the Pennsylvania 
House and the Neligh House,—the landiord of 
one a Pennsylvanian, the ether a New-Yorker. 
There is a brick-yard, burping now about 1,000,- 
000 brick, which they find ready saie for at $10 
per Mat the kiln. They are getting ready to re- 
build a brick block of four or five stores. They 
bave a Fire Department,—a Champion Fire- 
Extinguisher and a Hook-and-Ladder Company, 
—and expect to have the Holly system of 
Water-Works. There is a fine brick hall, forty- 
four by eighty feet; also two banks. Good 
graded schools exist, but they lack room, and it 
is proposed to build this season a substantial 
brick building. The German Evangelicals or 
Methodists have a good brick church; the 
Catholics, a very nice church: also, the German 
Lutherans. The Methodists have built a par- 
sonage, and have service now in a public hall, 
but are making arrangements to build. The 
Congregationalists also have services, but not 
in a church; they have raised $1,500, have pur- 
chased a lot, and will soon begin their church- 
building. 

There are a great many Bohemians and Penp- 
svivania Germans throughout this section; and 
I am told they visit the saloon when they come 
in with their farm-produce, order their pot of 
beer, and drink it as they do in Fatherland; but 
you see no drunkenness. They are industrious, 
and a good class of farmers. Last year, about 
100 cars of stock and 200,000 bushels of grain 
were shipped from here, and something less 
than 100 cars of lumber received. 

The farmers are turning their attention more 
to stock-growing, and less to grain, except tor 
feeding purposes; and, in consequence, are do- 
ing much better. As you move along on the 
train, you see large droves of cattle feeding. 
Sheep also are proving profitable; one gentle- 
men’s investment of $300 became in three years 


$1.500. 

The West Point Butter and Cheese Associa- 
tion, incorporated under the laws of the State, 
is one of the features of this enterprising town. 
The organizers are New York City gentlemen of 
capital (except the Treasurer, whois from Mid- 
dletown, N. Y). B. D. Brown is President; Dr. 
William B. Eager Vice-President; C. Hale, Sec- 
retary; Thomas King, Treasurer. They com- 
menced May 1, 1878; have a capacity of 250 
pounds of butter and 200 pounds of cheese; 
have 250 cows, mostly graded, also a herd of 
twelve or fourteen Guernsey and Alderneys. 
They get 25 cents per pound for their butter; 
ship some to New York City, and get one totwo 
cents above the market. They make nothing 
but fancies in butter, and common cheese. They 
say they are doing well, and selling all they can 
make. They have an office at Middletown, N. 
V., and one in Indianapolis, Ind., and have 
$50,000 iavested in the creamery. 

The same Company are also running a paper- 
mill, utilizing the farmers’ straw, and make 
three tons of straw paper per day. They have 
been running only a few months, are doing 
well, and are preparing to make paper barreis, 
Manila paper, and building paper. They also are 
building a grist-mill, six run of stones, with the 
new power. They bave the machinery for 
a planing mill, if they ever need it. 
They have $50,000 more invested in the above: 
and, besides, own at this point ove of the best 
water-powers in the State. One thousand horse- 
power is the capacity, and all the machinery is 
run by it. They employ about eighty hands,— 
thirty-five at the creamery, twenty-five at the 
brick-yard, and twenty at the paper-miil. This 
Company will make an offer to but in Water- 
Works on the Holly 57 and, as wey own 
2.000 building-lots and 1,000 acres of land in and 
about the town, it will enhance the value of 

ir own property.

fishing, cool retreats, and retired locality; or to 
that canon, where mountain-streams rush down, 
rolling and tumbling, bubbling and fussing, in 
eddying pools and roaring cataracts, whose 
sounds are echoed from the towering walls these 
same waters have chiseled, rising in ragged 
splendor on either side until the eye wearies in 
tracing them: or to any of the prominent peaks 
in particular, where one may view with amazing 
astonishment “the glorious works of the Crea- 
tor” in chiseling the many rocky slopes and

sea-level; with canons and gorges, parks ex- 
teuding over large areas, little parks, toy-like 
imitations of their larger namesakes, mountain- 
streams contaiving myriads of speckied beauties 
ready to send a thrill of angling joy through the 
breast of the pilgrim; with their gorgeous sun- 
sets, pouring a mellow giow of golden light far 
into the misty depths to the eastward, and ex- 
hibiting the most delicate combinations of soft 
tints. beautiful biendings of crimson and gold, 
purple and blue; with sunrises displaying the 
utmost splendor, the bright sunlight coming to 
us in the most delicate pink hues, after filtra- 
tion through the foggy mists of the east, lichten- 
ing up the grand old piles located by the Su- 
preme Architect of the Universe,”—vea, and 
scores of other seenes beautiful bevond the 
power of man to describe,—should these bring 
no interest to a man, nothing in the created 
worid can arouse him.

THE NEW YORK “TRIBUNE.” 


4 Glance at Its Inside Histery—Cynical 
Flings at the Managing Editor—Improba- 
ble Statements Aboat Him. 

Correspondence Philadelphia Times. 

New York, July 20.—Anybody whose mem- 
ory reaches back a decade or so, will remember 
the New York Tribune as one of the strongest 
and most influential journals in America It 
certainly was in those days the ablest reprsenta- 
tive of a political party which swayed the desti- 
nies of the country with a hand of steel, and it 
ranked high in jourualism, not only because of 
its strength in politics, but equally on account 
Ofeits solid common sense, its integrity of pur- 
pose, and the undeniable ability with which its 
every department was conducted. At that time 
Horace Greeley was the chief editor of the pa- 
per, which had grown from nothing under his 
guidance and control to its present high emi- 
nence, and John Russell Young, who is 
now accompanying Gen. Grant in his tour 
around the world, was next in power. The pa- 
per was then written, printed, and published in 
a modest brick structure at the corner of Spruce 
and Nassau streets, and it paid colossal divi- 
dends upon its stock. Indeed, the Tribune was 
probably one of the most lucrative pieces of 
property at that time to be found anywhere in 
America. The stock was worth all the way from 
$6,000 to $8,000 a share, and the quarterly divi- 
dends frequently reached $500 or more to every 
share. But, like Capt. Corcoran, there was a 
change in store for the great Republican daily, 
and from the hour that alteration began to take 
shave until now there bas been a gradual de- 
cadence in the affairs, pecuniary and otherwise, 
of the paver whicn Horace Greeley founded and 
Jay Gould and Jacob W. Reid foundered. A 
few of the incidents in the latter-day history of 
the 7ridune are worth r 2 

Somewhere along toward time when cir- 
cumstances required the resignation of Mr. 
Young there existed in the City of Washington 
a youthful and promiging writer whose deli- 
ee visiting cards bore the legend 


„. @Vbitelaw Reid.“ He indeed was a corre- 
sporment who had done some journalistic service 
during theearly part of the War, and his aspect 
was at once striking and mild. He was tall and 
ethereal, not to say gawky. His hair was inky 
black and his complexion of a delicate cream 
tint. His shirt-collars were cut low, and hie 
costumes were always of the newest pattern. 
Well, one morning, bv a curious coincidence, 
there appeared in each of the journals tu which 
he was in the habit of writing, a brief dispatch 
saying that Anoa Dickinson, who at that time 
was a very * gun in political circles, wes 
the promised wife of J. telaw Reid.“ Peo- 
ple then began to inquire who J. Whitelaw Reid 
was. And Horace Greeley, immediately sur- 
mising that anybody who could succeed in allur- 
ing into mat rtmouy such a confirmed man-hater 
as Miss Dickinson must be possessed of 


visi cards. the preliminary J.,“ and

ered that Anna Dickinson bad t as much 
idea of marrying bim as she had of committing 
wedlock with the man in the moon.

„The decline at St. Louis is in part due to the 
fact that at this season last year business began 
to inervase very rapidly. The decrease 
at Milwaukee indicates that the wheat 
market there has ceased to be very 
interesting to operators. The decrease at New 
Orleans is to be expected, both because of ap- 
prehénsions of fever. and because the Consti- 
tutional Convention threatens important inter- 
ests, and the hegira of colored laborers from 
river parishes continues. There is reason to ex- 
pect that the yellow-fever will cause a large in- 
crease, as it did last year, of the business of St.

CHICAGO BOYS WANTED FOR THE 
NAVY. 

Mention has already been made of the coming to 
this port of the United States stmr Michigan for 
the purpose of enlisting apprentices for the navy. 
Wednesday the vessel stopped at Detroit, and is 
now on her way up to this port, where she 
will remain two weeks, and the first install- 
ment of apprentices will be enlisted. The 
boys must be between 15 and 17 years of 


age, and in good physical condition. They will re- 
main one season on the Michigan, and at the close 
of it will be sent to the school-ship Minnesota, at 
the Brooklyn Navy-Yard. They must remain in 
the service until they are 21 years old, when they 
are at iiberty to leave. They will de in- 
structed in all that ie necessary to qualify 
them as able-bodied seamen, including a common 
English education, naval drill, etc., and receive 
training generally that will enable them toserve on 
a full man-of-war. No one so shipped can become 
a commissioned officer. The pay is $9.50 per 
month and rations. Promotions may follow where 
the apprentice is successful in passing rigid exam- 
inations. The consent of parents or guardians is 
necessary in all cases where a boy applies. 
After receiving Chicago’s qvota in about 
750 boys to be taken yearly, the Michigan, will go 
to Milwaukee and remain awhile on recruiting 
service. thence to Detroit, Toledo, Erie, Cleve- 
land, and Buffalo. The object of the Government 
in thus enlisting so manyapprentices isto have in 
readiness 3 large number of the best class of sea- 
men who may be called on if emergency requires.

A young shark, about five feet in length, 
made its appearance in the harbor yesterday 
and caused considerable consternation. The 
shark was of light color, and resembled the 
species found in great numbers in the waters of 
the West Indies. It was first seen about 8 
o’clock in the morning in the neighborhood of 
Lazaretto light by a party of young men who 
were on their way down the river in a small 
yacht. The shark was then swimming lazily 
along with its fin sticking out of the water, oc- 
casionally turning over on its back to seize 
some morsel of food which had been cast over- 
board by some passing vessel. A piece of meat 
thrown from the dinner basket of one of the 
party drew the fish close to the boat. A gen- 
eral opening of the lunch baskets followed, and 
as each 1 ＋ ay | piece was eageriy seized and 
devoured by the fish, the party had ample op- 
portunity to study the architecture of its ca- 
pacious mouth, which measured fully twenty- 
four inches. As soon as the distribution of 
lunch ceased the shark left the vicinity ot the 
boat and started on a tour of discovery around 
Fort McHenry, not, however, until one of the 
occupants of the boat had made an ineffectual 
lunge at him witb a boat-hook. In doing so the 
young man last hie balance and fell over the 
side of the boat. He was quickly pulled out 
and as he was hauled over the e he beard the 
vicious snap of the shark’s teeth, as the ponder- 
ous jaws came together in unpleasant proximity 
to his foot. 

Another party of excursionists, in which there 
were several young ladies. was coming around 
from the direction of the Spring Gardens and 
encountered the shark, which approached quite 
near the boat. The rouvg men in the boat de- 
Can striking at it with the and in doing so 
nearly overturned the boat. e shark then 
began to grow bold, and would swim around 
the boat, disappearing occasionally but again 
reappearing, always, however. taking care to 
keep out of the reach of the oars. The smaller 
missiles it did not see@ to mind much, and a 
German newspaper, a piece of umbrella handle, 
a small tin, box, and several other trifles 
were swallowed apparently with great relish. 
The ladies finally becoming frightened, the boat 
was rowed rapidly toward shore and the shark 
disappeared. 

Toward dusk a shark, supposed to be the 
same, made bis appearance near Canton. Sev- 
eral boys were out in a boat rowing, and one of 
them, Henry Jackson, living in South Balti- 
m was sitting over the bow of the boat 
— his feet in the water, when the fish 
came up suddenly. Before the affrighted boy 
bad time to recover from the scare the shark 
had bitten off the big toe of the right foot and 
lacerated several others. The fish was also 
seen at intervals during the day by other per- 
sous, and came up near a party of swimmers off 
the Lazaretto, but was frightened off. It was 
also seen following a steamer out of the river, 
picking up the remuants of the steward’s room 
which were cast overboard. last seen of it 
was when it was mak toward Spring Gar- 
dens. Its appearance in these waters occa- 
sloned considerabie surprise among seafaring 
men, and it is thought by some to have become 
detatched from a school and followed a vessel 
in from sea.

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SILVER QUESTION IN GERMANY. 


Blunders that Bave Been Committed by 
the Government—Disposition to Adopt the 
Bimetaliic Standard. 

Bertin Letter in London Pall Mall Gazette, July 9. 
An interpellation addressed a short time ago 
to the Government by Herren Delbruck and 

Bamberger, whether it was intended to change 

the existing Monetary law, afforded to Prince 

Bismarck an opportunity of making two speech- 

es, in which he displayed an irascibility which 

astonished even those who do not venture to 
doubt bim infallible. As to the question itself, 
he admitted that he had stopped the sale of sii- 
ver on account of the enormous losses it had 
brought on the Imperial Exchequer. He denied 
that the Federal Council had done anything to 
change the Monetary law, but he did not say 
whether he himself was inciived to sucha 
change or not. The President of the Imperial 

Bank. who spoke after him, presented the state 

of monetary affairs in a most gioomy light, and 

has since stated that the stoppage of the sale of 
silver was not temporary but final; which 
is tantamount to saying that the 

maining quantity of about 400,000, 000 

marks in thaler pieces sball not be with- 

drawm from circulation, but shail henceforth 
form a part of the circulating medium. Now, 
this declaration ag wey gaye suspicious. Art. 
4of the Monetary law fixes the amount of the 
fractional currency at 10 marks per bead of the 
population—say 430,000. 000. it is certainly 
true, as Mr. Goschen said in his speech of June 

12; that this provision pitches at too low a figure 

the requirement of silver for small transactions. 

There is a general complaint of the scarcity of 

fractional curreocy for payment of wages and 

for small commerce’ and nobody would have 
found fauit with the Government if they bad 
proposed to increase its amount. But this ques- 
tion was noteven touched by the Chancellor 
and his adlatus; and if it is true, as the Nat onal 
Ze tun assures us, that the revenue offices have 
received an order toreissue the thalers which 
they bad gradually collected for sale, it looks as 
if Prince Bismarck would crown bis conversion 
to prutectionism by introducing a double stand- 
ard. There are good reasons to doubt whether 
the adoption of the gold standard was 
a wise measure for Germany. She has 
certainly incurred very great losses by the 
sale of silver made necessary by its democetiza- 
tion, and stil] more by the circumstance that 
her citizens own amoupts of Austrian 
stocks, bonds, and shares, the dividend and in- 
terest of which are now paid in a currency de- 
preciated by 15 per cent. But even if we accept 
the necessity or the advisability of the meas- 
ure grave faults were committed in carrying it 


out. 

The great difficulty in passing from one cur- 
rency to another is that of determining the pro- 
portion from which to start. Now the Govern- 
ment at first simply intended to issue new gold 
coins, to be taken by all revenue offices ata 
certain value, which was on no account to be 
diminished but — be raised if the price of 
god should rise in general market. This 
was perfectiy rational; the public, sure not to 
lose, would willingly have accepted the new 
coins, whiie, with any rise in the price of gold, 
they as well as the Government would have 
made a profit. Instead of adopting this pian 
the leaders of the majority induced the Gov- 
ernment to declare at once for the gold 
standard, but to introduce provisionally 
the double standard with the proportion of 
1 to 1514, without considering that the impend- 
ing demonetization of silver was sure to alter 
that proportion in the general market to the 
disadvantage of silver, and that with a double 
standard everybody pays in the cheaper metal, 
while the money dealers take advantage of that 
difference by buying uv in the home market the 
better metal with the cheaper in order to ex- 
port the former. The speaker of the majority, 
Herr Bamberger, tried to refute argumeuts like 
these by maintaining that the payment of the 
French indemnity would for years keep the rate 
of exchange ata hight advantageous for Ger- 
many. But be overlooked the circumstances 
that, with the impending change in prospect, 
the German mints ceased to coin silver, 


Are gold was not yet coined, thus restricting 


e circulating medium and contributing to 
raise the price of bills on Germany. As soon, 
however, as, by the transformation of the war- 
treasure and by the repayment of State loans 
from the proceeds of the French indemnity, 
large quantities of silver were thrown 
mio the market, its price began to sink. 
The experienced Fr Minister, Leon Say, 
took advantage of it. He bought 92,000, 
francs if German silver, coined them into 5-franc 
pieces, and sent them to Berlin. The indemnity 
was paid much quicker than was anticipated. 
Thus the cause which had kept the rate of ex- 
change on Germany at an artificial hicht disap- 
peured, and waile yet the monetary reform was 
far from being completed, the newly coined 
German gold began to emigrate, 

Nor was this all. Every country can bear

siderable joss. Now, the President of the bank, 
Herr von Dechend, who was always opposed to 
the gold st in ard. has stated these losses to 
bave amounted to about 99,000. 000 marks on 
the sale of 629,000,000. He estimated 1 
tity of thalers stili to be sold at 476, 

which at the present rate would result ip a loss 


of another 90,000,000. This statement is greatly | 


exaggerated. Herr von Decuend considers every 
sale to be a clear loss which does not 
fetch the price of 1872—sav 61d; but what 
surety has he that without German demonetiza- 
tion silver would have maintained that price! 
He also omitted to mention the profite which 


Imperial Exchequer obtaimed by coining the 


new silver currency at 10 per cent less than the 
nominal value; if we deduct this profit from 
the loss of the sales we arrive at a loss of 39,- 
000,000 instead of 99,000,000, The President 
further ‘omitted to mention that in the esti- 
mated quantity of still circulating thalers there 
are at least 80,000,000 of Austrian thalers which 
the Gerinan Government is certainly not bound 
to withdraw from circulation. The Je chs- 
Anzeiger has since acknowledged this omission, 
but maintains that for the rest the President's 
estimate was correct, as more than 3805,00, 
marks, of coined thaler and bar silver, are in 
possession of the exchequer of and the bank, w hich 

uantity increases by several millions weekly. 

at, if this is the case, it isa proof that trade 
tries to get rid of the thalers:6and this is per- 
fectly in harmony with what we see in France. 
There the bank is constantly trying to stop the 
afflux of silver by sending it to the Provinces; 
but it always comes back. Now, if the Govern- 
ment should try to reissue that collection of 
thalers the effect would be very serious. The 
doublestandard bas Leen provisionaly maintained 
for tbaler-pieces; so that any one can pay any 
sum either in gold or in thaiers, while no one is 
obliged to accept more than 40 marks in the pew 
silver coins. This provisional measure occa- 
stoned no great inconvenience, since the Gov, 
ernment gradualiv withdrew the tbalers from 
circulation. But, if they were reissued, the con- 
sequence would be that every debtor wonld pre- 
fer to pay in thalers, and that gold would soon 
de ata premium. ‘The reissue of the thaiers 
would therefore be a very different measure 
from increasing the new silver coinage, and it 
would even be impossible to prevent the intro- 
duction of thalers coined in foreign countries. 
Having once decided for the gold standard Ger- 
many must carry the reform to the proposed 
end, which does not exclude the suspension of 
the sale of silver if there is a reasonable chance 
of getting better prices by waiting. But to go 
back to the double standard would be absurd, 
for it would lead de facto to a silver standard, 
without anv compensation for the great sacri- 
fices hitherto made for monetary reform.

1 fear, as bas been charged 
by our opponents, that there is only one army 
service that commends aman to the Congres- 
sional Democracy, and that is, having been a 
Confederate. It is a fact, 1 know, that it is 
sheerest nonsense to base any claim upon hay- 
ing been a.

‘Then, let 
us not hold the West responsible for wrong 
principles of business, Which work bad results 
anywhere, but take the Western States purely 
on their merits. 

In regard to depreciation m values, there has 
not been one dollar’s depreciation on the value 
of Western farms, taken on a gold basis. .The 
farm that would sel! for $50 per acre in green- 
backs when thev were worth but 50 cents on the 
dollar, will sell for $30 per acre to-day in gold. 
It is well known that the great decline in prop- 
erty has been on what was termed fancy prop- 
erty, for which business men could afford to pay 
fabulous prices when their incomes were great, 
during the inflated period, but when the de- 
pression came, and their incomes shrank aecord- 
ingly, they could not afford to gratify their 
wishes by peying @ trifling $10,000 or $50,000 
more for a p of property merely because it 
suited their fancy. The value of farms in the 
Misssissippi Valley rests on a foundation solid 
and lasting as the rock of ages; that is, their 
producing power, certainty of crop, and com- 
parative low expense of producing.

THE MISSISSIPPI RIVER. 


Coaxing Eads to Be on the Commission. 

Wasninoton, D. C., July 21.—Gen. Gillmore, 
President of the Mississippi River Commission, 
is awaiting the arrival here of Cabot. Eads and 
Gen. Harrison, who will not finally determine as 
to their acceptances of places on the Commission 
until they shall have had an interview with 
President Hayes. It is pretty well understood 
that both these hesitating gentlemen will be 
prevailed upon to accept. The President is ex- 
ceedingly anxious that Capt. Eads spall be on 
the Commission, and has repeatedly said as 
much to friends. He held back the names of 
the Commission for a day or two at the late 
session especially for his benefit, thinking the 
obnoxious clause which intimates a superiority 
of the army engineers might be stricken out 
and Capt. Eads’ acceotance made sure, but, as it 
is almost certain the law will be amended at the 
next session, Mr. Hayes will urge upon Capt. 
Eads to take a place upon the Commission. 

The President and Mr. Sherman are both anx- 
ious for political reasons that Gen. Ben Har- 
rison shall accept, Sherman harm a com- 
mon interest with Harrison in the Presiden- 
tial race. It isnot expected he is to do any 
work on the Commission, but is to be a political 
figurehead and legal adviser, the duties of the 
latter position being hardly worth the salary of 


$3,000 a year.

ougboess is absent. It is a Commission, in 
short, apparently disposed to favor the levces 
and jetties which the South calls for, and to ex- 
clude the comparatively inexpensive and more 
serviceable plan which has been advocated by 
opponents of these systems.

BAGGING THE\PLUNDER. 
Dispatch ta St. Louis Giobe- Democrat. 

Wasnrneton, D. C., July 22.—In the Cabinet 
to-day the crowning act in the enterprise of 
Capt. Eads at the mouth of the Mississippi was 
consummated by a formal order for the payment 
of his demand for 6500, 000 for obtaining a thirty- 
foot channel in accordance with the provisions 
of the act of March 3, 1879. All the papers in 
the case, including Capt. Brown’s report on 
the permanency of the work and the 
various acts of Congress on the subject, were 
fully examined, and ft was decided that no ob- 
jection seemed to exist in law or fact to meeting 
the demand now. It was also agreed that the 
fact that this maximum depth has been ob- 
tained goes toward ap acknowledgment that the 
$1,000,000 reserved bas been earned. This 
amount is to be paid iu two payments of ten 
years each, the interest on which, at 5 per cent 
per annum, payable semi-annuaily, conditional 
upon the maintenance of a channel through the 
pass 26 feet and 200 feet wide, and 
centre depth of 30 feet, withou 
regard to width. Besides this principal 
and mterest, Capt. Eads, from July 10, the 
date of securing the thirty-foot channel, will be 
entitled to $100,000 per annum, dependent upon 
the maintenance of the channel above indicated, 
and payable semi-annually. It is ascertained 


to the Engineer Office, but has advanced beyond 
the requirements of the law. Twenty-four feet 
was required by Sept. 30, 1879, and twenty-six 
feet by Sept. 3, 1880, which depth has been 
reached now, or fifteen months earlier, and the 
depth is thirty and one-half instead_of thirty 
feet. Ex-Representative Cochran, attorney 
for Mr. Eads, to-day consummated the arrange- 
ments preliminary to drawing the amount due. 
Nor CONVINCED.

We lack faith in the story that comes from 
the jetties. In our judgment the Mississippi 
River has not ceased to discharge into the 
Gulf a vast quantity of mud. Since the first 
surveys the passes have been pushed into the 
Gulf about fifteen miles. The process, we ap- 
prehend, will continue. The water may be 
temporarily deepened on the bar in front of the 
jetties, but other bars will form. Jetties may 
come and jetties may go, but the bars will form 
forever. But the Tribune has original sources 
of valuable information—shipping news, we 
presume, among other things in authentic form. 
Now will the 7ribune kindly, when it hears that 
a sbip drawing twenty-five feet of water bas 
passed the bar in front of the jetties, let us 
know,—carry the news to us, as it were,—men- 
tion the fact, so that we shall be able to fully 
understand it? We want to hear of just one 
clean passage by a sbip drawing twenty-five 
— and no stickingin the mud. Name the 
ship. 

ANOTHER SKEPTIC. 

Commenting on the above, the Memphis Ava- 
lanche says: The ship will not be named. The 
water is there according to ‘averages’; but a 
depth of thirty feet at one point does not help a 
vessel drawing twenty-five feet, but which at 
another point cannot find over twenty-three 
feet. It is not the maximum, but the minimum, 
depth that counts. ‘Maximum’ is a higb-sound- 
ing term when used by engineers truly great; 
but when, at the same time, ‘minimum’ means 
twenty-three feet, it is immaterial whether the 
maximum be thirty or 300 feet,—it is useless to 
the vessel of twenty-four feet draught. The 
term maximum depth’ is deceptive, and its use 
in connection with the jetties belongs to the 
scheme of deception practiced so successfully 
since the work down in the South Pass began. 
A channel with a depth of twenty-three fect at 
one point, twenty-five at another, twenty-eight 
at another, and thirty-eight or forty at another, 
may by mathematics show an ‘average’ depth 
of thirty feet; but a vessel drawing twenty-four 
fect cannot bass through. This is the point. It 
illustrates that difference between the necessary 
minimum and unnecessary meximum,—a differ- 
ence not dweit on ‘by journals that grow elo- 
quent over the maximum depth in the jetty- 
channel.“

AKTIST VS. CRITICS. 

An English newspaper, the Whitehall Review, 
records a conversation with Mr. J. E. Millais, 
the celebrated London painter, who thinks 
nothing of charging—and getting—$10,000 for a 
portrait; who believes that The work of this 
generation deserves immortality as mucb as, or 
more than, those of the Old Masters’’; and 
who does not reverence the critics. 

IJ am convinced,“ he says, that there are 
those among them who would slaughter a 
Raphael as jauntily as they now dispose of con- 
temporary artists.“ 

That would be difficult.” 

Not a bit of it. Let us imagine, for example, 
that Mr. Raphael exhibits in this year of grace 
that splendid revelation of his,—I can call it by 
no other name,—the Madonna di San Sisto. This 
would be the kind of treatment he would re- 
ceive at their hands: ‘Mr, Raphael sends one of 
his many Madonnas, —a substantial matron, evi- 
dently of the peasant class. holding a fleshy 
child in her arms. She is standing on and amid 
a flimsy background of clouds, with a figure on 
either side, showing no novelty of composition, 
and two Cupidian monsters resting their elbows 
on what appears to be the front of an opera-box, 
though we miss the lorgnettes. The illasion, 
moreover, is increased by the disposition of a 
curtain on either side of the group. This we 
must suppose to be an interminable firmament, 
devoid of such mundane arrangements as a 
brass rod and rings wherewith it might be sus- 
pended. There is, we will graut, some dignity 
of expression in the principal heads of the pict- 
ure, but when—O when—will Mr. Raphael dis- 
card that hard manner of execution which was 
the besetting sin of bis late master, Mr. Peru- 
eino“ 

This outline followed so precisely the regula- 
tion formula of hypercritism that 1 could not 
help smiling. 

‘Or again,“ continued Mr. Millais. “How 
would Murillo fare? ‘Street-boys eating Mel- 
ons.’ This would be the kind of thing: We 
bave a duty to perform in regard to art, and we 
therefore must protest against these offensive 
realistic portraits of the gamins who infest the 
gutters of the metropolis. Mr. Murillo con- 
tributes two large pictures of this class, of un- 
deniable fidelity, but itis to be regretted that 
so much power should be expended on the 
portrayal of idicness and filto. A spectator re- 
marked io our hearing that he could almost see 
the vermin crawling on these neglected urchins. 
At the same time we much prefer these pictures 
to a Madonna by the same hand, which is 
totally innecent of all religious sentiment.’ ”’ 

“To tell the truth, I believe that on the lines 
of dilettante criticism you could cut every one 
of the Old Masters to ribbons. Peter Paul for 
example.“ 

* Ah, en a fine theme for wholesale sat ire. 
‘Sir P. P. Rubens, R. A.’ This artist is as pro- 
lille as usual, sending his full number of pict- 
ures, all of which are characterized by his pre- 
vailing slap-dash want of completeness, a com- 
bination of vigor with unpardonable slovenli- 
ness. Whetlier the subjrct be Scriptural, alle- 
gorical, or classic, matters not; we find but one 
female type in every picture, varied occasion- 
ally by liguter or deeper hair~<ive. In bis most 
pretentious effort, **‘ihe Taking-Down from the 
Cross, she is recognizable as his lightest 
blonde, and is draped in a black satin petticoat 
(a costume bardly in harmony with the subject); 
while, in his Rape of the Sabines,“ she has 
evidently sat for the whole familyy of those 
unfortunate young women, and again, bv a 
ridiculous anachronism utterly at variance with 
modero archeological research, appears habited 
in satin. We should be sorry to hurt Sir Peter 
Paul Rubens' feelings, or taose of bis certainly 
handsome model, who would seem to keep the 
key of her studio turned against ail other ladies 
of her profession; but we must remind the 
artist that this ladv’s figure tends slightly too 
much in the direction of embonpoint for perfect 
delicacy.’ ”’ 

ou have evidently learnt by heart the lan- 
guage of the criticasters. But, if I may venture 
to suggest, vour Snarl would surely reserve his 
vials of gush for some one pet,—Carlo Dolce, 
for instance. He would hardly fail to attract 
the eye.“

Mr. Carlo Dolce sends the picture which de- 
serves to be styied the gem of the Exhibition.

I repeat that [ am hon- 
a satisfied with the general excellence of 
modern English art; and, so long as we have 
new blood iniused among us,—such as Miss 
Elizabeth Ihompson, whose drawing, I main- 
tain, is almost unrivaled in respect of exacti- 
tude,—art must progress. And now I have 
talked enough. 1 should not, perhaps, have ex- 
ploited my opinions if I had not been asked. 
But I may tell you at once that I am not 
ashamed of them.”
